SUPPORT THE MILITU. 
Sedalia has a well-drilled, well 
disciplined mihtia company which 
has been maintained and brought to 
its present degree of efficiency by 
the persistent work of the officers 
and men. 
It is an organization to be proud 
of, but it is one which brings to its 
members much hard work and no 
pecuniary profits. 
This company has its eq uitment 
furnished, but an armory is needed 
in which the property of the co m ­ 
pany can be stored and the men 
drilled. 
The officers and men, and the 
friends of the organization, will, we 
understand, ask the city council to 
appropriate about $300 per year to 
pay the rent of a room suitable for 
an armory until such time as a per­ 
manent home for the company can 
be provided. 
In this country a strong, well- 
eq uipped and well-drilled militia is 
absolutely necessary. 
It is the citi­ 
zen soldiery and the dependence of 
the country in time of trouble. 
It is top much to expect that the 
men who give freely of their time 
and labor to drill and prepare for 
the 
defense of the country and 
preservation of the public peace, 
shall also pay the expense out of 
their own pockets. 
We may never need the services 
of a mihtia company, but if we ever 
do need it the emergency will call 
for immediate action, and it will 
then be too late to organize. 
If a number of our citizens are 
patriotic enough to enlist and drill, 
the balance of us should certainly 
be liberal enough to furnish them a 
place of meeting. 
The req uest which will be made 
of the council is certainly a very 
reasonable one, and the 
D e m o cr at 
believes it will be granted and the 
appropriation made until such time 
as the city is able to erect a build­ 
ing that will serve as city hall, arm ­ 
ory and convention hall. 


D e m o cr at has in mind one in which 
the editor gravely reminded 
his 
farmer readers that whereas corn 
would only yield $10 or $12 an 
acre and wheat $12 to $16, the 
product of an acre in tobacco woulc 
sell for $32. 
The conclusion being 
that farmers should turn their at­ 
tention to tobacco and get ready to 
go into the banking business. Pro b­ 
ably the writer had no idea of the 
outlay of labor req uired to trans­ 
plant, 
cultivate, sucker, “ worm,” 
cut, 
cure, 
strip and prepare for 
market an acre of tobacco. 
Expe­ 
rience shows that the raising of to ­ 
bacco, except under peculiarly fa­ 
vorable conditions, is no royal road 
to wealth. 
The handling of the 
product 
is 
a 
science in itself, 
and the novice can hardly hope to 
put upon the market the tobacco 
that brings a price high enough to 
be exceptionally profitable. 
Fo rtu­ 
nately the advice that has been 
brought out by these prizes will not 
influence many readers to rush into 
an industry they do not understand, 
and thus there is no danger of the 
newspaper business being stripped 
of some of its brightest lights by 
the summary 
proceedings 
of an 
angry and 
disappointed 
constit- 
ueucy.
